Fort Kearney, U. T., Dec. 33, 1857. 
On the 36th November, Col. Johuston was at 
Fort Bridgcr, at which place he had established 
his head quarters. Col. Cooke, with six corapa 
nies Second Dragoons, arrived that morning 
having lost many of his animals, and the remain- 
der were unfit for service. From Laramie to Salt 
Lake there is no grass, (the Mormons having 
burnt it in advance of the troops) consequen tly 
all the animals belonging to the expedition were 
very poor when winter set in, and it is reported 
that they are dying at the rate of some one hun 
dred daily. 

There can be no doubt that when spring opens 
Col. Johnston will be so much crippled that he 
will be compelled to await the arrival of fresh 
animals, and other supplies, before he will be able 
tojeommence active operation-s. That the expedi- 
tion is a failure for this year, cannot bo question- 
ed; and when we reflect upon the matter and see 
what an immense amount of public property must 
be lost, as well as the condition of the troops, on 
short rations, and living in tents in a country 
where the snow is usually very deep durin" the 
entire winter, (in November it was two feetdeep,) 
it would seem that your predictions last summer 
were well grounded. That the Mormons intend 
to resist there can be no doubt, as they are forti- 
fying the passes that lead to the city. 

They have released Jessee Jones, agent of .Ma- 
jors &, Russell, who was taken prisoner by them 
some time since, and have sent him to Col. Jhlin- 
ston’s camp. In passing through the different 
canons they blindfolded him, to prevent him from 
obtaining any knowledge of their movements. It 
is reported that Bill Hickman, who is one of the 
Danites, and a notorious scoundrel, has been kill 
ed by a mountain man named B.aker. I am in- 
clined to think that is his brother, who was a 
prisoner in Col. Alexander’s camp, as report 
says he was released a short time since. 

Mr. Magraw, of the Wagon Road Expedition, 
has volunteered under Col. Johnston; those of his 
party who would not do so were discharged. So 
this expedition is broken up without accomplish- 
ing anything, save what has been done by Lan- 
der, Chief Engineer, and his assistants. Mr. Ma- 
graw, baring had some difficulty with his Envi- 
ucers, they, as well as the Disbursing Agent, left 
him, and have gone to the States. 

A few nights since, a party of Cheyenne In- 
dians attacked some Pawnees, who were occupy- 
ing an old mail house within a few hundred yards 
of the post, which occasioned some little excite- 
ment in the garrison. The command promptly 
turned out, and a detachment was sent to patrol, 
but the night was so dark that no Indians could 
be discovered. Some doubt was felt, at first, as 
to the fact of the Cheyennes having made this 
attack, but next morning moccasin tracks, (with- 
out doubt Cheyenne,) were discovered, which set- 
tled the matter. 

The bold attack upon the part of the Cheyen- 
nes was from the following circumstances viz: 
Three Pawnees had stolen some horses from the 
Cheyennes, were pursued, and the animals recov- 
ered, In the encounter the Cheyennes had one 
man killed, (supposed to be a chief,) and another 
severely, if not mortally wounded. The Pawnees 
escaped without loss, and came immediately to 
the F ort, where they had been some days, be- 
fore the attack was made on them; which fact 
was, no doubt, known to the Cheyennes, and 
their object was to surprise them and get a scalp 
or two in revenge for the loss of their comrades*. 

An attack upon the Post was evidently not des- 
ignated by them. 

We areenjoyingdelightful weather at present, 
and as the contrast is so great, to the weather 
experienced last winter, we do not fail to appre- 
ciate it, and devoutly wish for its continuance dur- 
ing the whole winter. 



The President's Message on Nicaraguan 
Affairs and the Arrest of Walker* 

In response to a call of the Senate, the Presi- 
dent transmitted the correspondence in relation to 
he arrest of General Walker, and accompanied 
it with the following message: 

ME.SSAEE. 

In submitting to the Senate the papers for 
which they have called, I deem it proper to make 
a few observations. 

In capturing General Walker and his com- 
mand. after they had landed on the soil of Nica- 
ragua. Commodore Paulding has, in my opinion, 
committed a grave error. It is quite evident, 
however, from the communications herewith traus- 
niittod, ijat this was done from pure patriotic 
motives, an i in the sincere conviction that he was 
promoting the interests and vindicating the hon- 
or of his country. In regard to Nicaragua, she 
has sustained no injury by the act of Commodore 
raulding. 

This has enured to her benefit, and relieved her 
from a dreadful invasion. She alone would have 
any right to complain of the violation of her ter- 
ritory; and it is quite certain that she will never 
exercise this right. It unquestionably does not 
he in the mouth of her invaders to complain in 
her name that she has been rescued by Commo- 
dore Paulding from their assaults. The error of 
this gallant officer consists in exceeding his in- 
structions, and landing his sailors and marines in 
Nicaragua, whether with or without her consent, 
for the purpose of making war'upon any militarv 
force whatever which he might find in the conn 
try, no matter from whence they came. This 
power certainly did not belong to him. Obedi 
ence to law and conformity to instructions are the 
best and safest guides for all officers, civil and 
military, and when they transcend these limits 
and actupon their own personal responsibility, evil 
consequences almost inevitably lollow. 

Under these circumstances, when .Marshal Rvn- 
ders presented himself at the -State Department 
on the ^9th ult., with General Walker in custody, 
the Secretary informed him that the executive de 
partment of the government did not recognise Gen. 
Walker as a prisoner; that it had no directions to 
give concerning him; and that it is only through 
the action of thejudiciary that he could be lawful- 
ly held in custody to answer any charges that might 
be brought against him. 

In thus far disapproving the conduct of Com- 
modore Paulding, no inference must be drawn 
that I am less determined than I have ever been 
to execute the neutrality laws of the United 
States. This is my imperative duty, aud 1 shall 
continue to perform it by all the means which the 
constitution and the laws have placed in my 
power. ^ 

Whether the executive government possesses 
any, or what power, under the corstitution, in- 
dependently of Congress, to prevent or punish 
this and similar offenses against the law of na- 
tions, was a subject that engaged the attention of 
our most eminent statesmen in the time of the 
administration of Gen. Washington, and on the 
occasion of the French Revolution. The act of 
Congress of the 5th of June, 1794, fortunately re- 
moved all the difficulties on this question which 
had therefore existed. The 5th and 7th sections 
of this act, which relate to the present question, 
arc the same in substance with the 6th and 8th 
sections of the act of April 30th, 1818, and have 
now been in force for a period of more than sixty 
years. ^ 

My opinion of the value and importance of 
these laws corresponds entirely with that express- 
ed by Mr. .Monroe in his message to Congress of 
December 7, 1819. That wise, prudent aud pat- 
riotic statesman says: “It is of the highest 'im- 
portance to our n.ational ch.aracter and indispens- 
able to the morality of our citizens that all viola- 
tion of our neutrality should be prevented. No 
door should be left open for the evasion of our 
laws, no opportunity afforded to any who may be 
disposed to take advantage of it to compromit 
the interest or the honor of the nation.’’ 

The crime of setting on foot or providing the 
means fora military expedition within the United 
States to make war against a foreign State with 
which we are at peace, is one of an aggravated 
and dangerous character, and early engaged the 
attention of Congress. 

The military expedition rendered criminal by 
the act must have its origin, must “begin” or be 
“set on foot,” in the United States; but the great 
object of the law was to save foreign States with 
whom we are at peace from the ravages of these 
lawless expeditions proceeding from our shores. 

The seventh section alone, therefore, which sim- 
Dly defines the crime and its punishment, would 
have been inadequate to accomplish this purpose 
and enforce our international dhties. In order 
to render the law effectual, it was necessary to 
“prevent the carrying on” of such eipedi.ions to 
their consummation after they had succeeded in 
leaving our shores. 

This has been done effectually, and in clear and 
explicit language, by the authority given to the 
President under the 8th section of the act to em- 
ploy the land and naval forcesofthe United States 
“for the purpose of preventing and carrying on 
any such expedition or enterprise from the terri- 
tories or jurisdiction of the United States against 
the territories or domain of any foreign prince or 
State, or of any colony, district, or people with 
whom the Uoited States are at peace.” 

For these reasons, had Commodore Paulding 
intercepted the steamer “Fashion,” with General 
Walker and his command on board, at any period 
before they entered the port of San Juan de Nio 
aragua, and conducted them back to Mobile, this 
would have prevented them from “carrying on” 
tt»e expedition, and have been not only a justifia- 
ble but a praiseworthy act. 

The crime well deserves the severe punishment 
inflicted upon it by our laws. It violates the prin- 
ciples of Christianity, morality, and humanity, 
held sacred by all civilized nations, and by none 
more than by the people of the United States.— 
Disguise it as we may, such a military expedition 
13 an invitation to reckless and lawless men to 
enlist under the banner of anv adventurer to rob, 
plunder, and murder the unoffending citizens of 
neighboring States who have never done them 
harm. It is a usurpation of the war makin<* pow- 
er, which belongs alone to Congress; and the 
government itself, at least in the estimation of 
the world, becomes an accomplice in the commis- 
sion of this crime, unless it adopts all the means 
necessary to prevent and to punish it. It would 
be far better, and more in accordance with the 
bold and manly character of our countrymen, for 
the government itself to get up such ex'peditions 
than to allow them to proceed under the com 
mand of irresponsible adventurers. We could 
then, at least, exercise some control over our own 
agents, and prevent them from burning down cities 
and committing other acts of enormity of which 
we have read. 

The avowed principle which lies at the foun- 
dation of the law of nations is contained in the 
Divine command that “all things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye even so 
to them.” Tried by this unerring rule, we 
should be severely condemned if we shall not use 
our best exertions to arrest such expeditions 
against our feeble sister republic of Nicaragua. 

One thing is very certain, that people never ex- 
isted who would call any other nation to a stricter 
account than we should ourselves, for tolerating 
lawless expeditions from their shores to make 
war upon any portion of our territories. 

By lolerating such expeditions we shall soon 
lose the high character which we have enjoyed 
ever since the days of Washington, for the faith- 
ful performance of our international obligations 
and duties, and inspire distrust against us among 
the members of the great family of civilized na- 
tions. 

But if motives of duty were not sufficient to 
restrain us from engaging in such lawless en- 
terprises, our evident interest ought to dictate 
this policy. These expeditions are the most ef- 
fectual mode of retarding American progress, 
although to promote this is the avowed object 
of the leaders and contributors of such under- 
takings. 

It is beyond question the destiny of our race to 
spread themselves over the continent of North 
America, aud this at no distant day, should 
events be permitted to take their natural course. 

The tide of emigrants will flow to the South, and 
nothing can eventually arrest its progress. If 
permitted to go there peacefully. Central Ameri- 
ca will soon contain an American population, 
which will confer blessings and benefits as well 
upon the natives as their respective govern- 



ments. Libertjj under the restraint of law, will 
preserve domestic peace; whilst the different 
transit routes across the Isthmus, in which we 
are so deeply interested, will have assured pro- 
tection. 

Nothing has retarded this happy condition of 
affairs so much as the unlawful expeditions which 
have been fitted out in the United States to 
make war upon the Central American States. 
Had one-half of the number of American citizens 
who have miserably perished in the first disas- 
trous expedition of Gen. Walker settled in Nica- 
ragua as peaceful emigrants, the object which we 
all desire would ere this have been, in a great 
degree, accomplished. These expeditions have 
caused the people of the Central American 
States to regard us with dread and suspicion. It 
IS our true policy to reprove this apprehension, 
and to convince them that we intend to do them 
good, and not evil. We desire, as the leading 
power on this Continent, to open, and, if need be, 
to protect every transit route across the Isthmus, 
not only for our own benefit, but that of the 
world, and thus open a free access to Central 
America, and through it to our Pacific posses 
sions. 

This policy was commenced under favorable 
auspices, when the expedition, under the com 
mand of Gen. Walker, escaped from our terri- 
toroies and proceeded to Punta Arenas. Should 
another expedition of a similar character again 
^he vigilance of our officers and proceed 
to Nicaragua, this would be fatal, at least for a 
season, to the peaceful settlement of these coun- 
ties and to the policy of American progress. — 
The truth is, that no administration can success- 
lully conduct the foreign affairs of the countrv in 
Central America, or any where else, if it is to be 
interfered with at every step by lawless military 
expeditions “set on foot” in the United States.

THE CORRESPONDENCE. 

Among the letters transmitted is that of Mr 
Cass, which we have already published; letters 
to and from Commander Cliatard and Lieut. 
Almy, and the following letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to Commodore Paulding: 

Navv Department, Dec. 18, 1857. 

Sir:— Y our dispatches Nos. 134, 135, 137, 138, 
and 139, not heretofore acknowledged, have been 
received. 

. T!*® department enjoins upon vou particular 
vigilance in carrying out the instructions here 
tofore given you in relation to unlawful expedi 
tions. In doing so, you will be careful not to in 
terfere with lawful commerce. But where you 
find that an American vessel is manifestly en- 
gaged in carrying on an expedition or enterprise 
Irom the territotics or jurisdiction of the United 
States against the territories of Mexico. Nicara 
gua, or Costa Rica, contrary to the sixth section 
ol the act of Congress of April 311, 1818, already 
referred to, you will cause the force under your 
command to prevent it, and will not permit the 
men or arms engaged in it, or destined for it, to 
be landed in any part of .Mexico or South Amer 
ica. 

The three points which it is most important to 
guard are Aspinwall, Chiriqui, and San Juan del 
Norte, and with this view you will dispose of the 
forces under your command to the best advan- 
tage. The President dirccU me to inform you 
that he considers it all important that you should 
not leave the neighborhood of these points until 
lurtlier instructed by the department, which you 
are hereby ordered not to do under any circum- 
stances. 

Should the Saratoga not have left before you 
receive this, you will suspend Commander Chat- 
ard from his command, and order him to return 
to the United States to await the furter action of 
Uic department. You will then place Lieut. 
Ueorge S. Sinclair in command of the Saratoga, 
with directions to carry out the instructions to 
Commander Cliatard of the 16th ultimo to pro- 
ceed to Norfolk. 

The Jamestown, Commander Kennedy, will 
leave Philadelphia early next week to join you at 
San Juan. ^

Kesolutions of the Late Democratic Con* 
ventloii. 

We had intended to review the resolutions 
adopted by the Democratic State Convention 
which recently assembled in this city, in our yes 
terday’s issue; but when we came to study and 
analyze that great result of fifteen hours profound 
deliberation and labor, we found ourself in the 
position which, as we believe, the committee and 
its adroit chairman intended to involve any per- 
son who might be sufficiently daring to attempt 
to understand or construe their meaning. The 
action of the committee forcibly reminds us of 
the anecdote which is related of Jonathan Green, 
“the reformed gambler,” who, in his peregrins, 
tions through the country, once sojourned for a 
few days in Spencer county. While there he fre 
* quently boasted of bis great skill in playing 
cards, and succeeded in frightening all the 
“natives” of that regions exeept an old man 
named Chinn, who offered to play with him for 
any amount. The offer being readily accepted, 
a game of brag poker was commenced, and be. 
fore long Chinn had won Green’s money, horse, 
saddle and bridle, and his watch. They then 
commenced playing for Green’s trunk, the con 
tents of which was soon transferred to the hands 
of Chinn. When Green was completely cleaned 
out, he lifted his hands in astonishment and ex 
claimed: “My God, Mr. Chinn, what sort of a 
game do you play?” “By Jupiter, sir,” replied 
the wary old fellow, “/ play all the avibiyuiliet of 
thegamel" These remarks are peculiarlv appli. 
cable to the 1st resolution, and after a minute 
and critical examination of it, we are impelled to 
the belief that it was intended as mere “sound 
and fury, signifying nothing,” or else it means 
too much to be palatable to the Southern Democ- 
racy. The resolution reads as follows: 

Resolved, 1st. That we reaffirm the platform of 
principles unanimously adopted bv the National 
Democracy in the Convention at Cincinnati, held 
in June, 1856, as fully expressive of our views 
and aims in all matters to which they relate, and 
we hold that whatever questions of a doubtiul or 
disturbing nature, calculated to interrupt the har 
mony of the Democratic party are present- 
ed to us, a recurrence to the first principles of 
that party and construction of them according to 
their obvious meaning and import, is the onlv 
safe rule by which we may guide our conduct, 
and appreciate the services of those we trust 
all matters of State and Federal legislation. 

We regard the expression, if not the intention 
of this resolution, to be evasive of the great 
question at issue between the north and south 
as geographical sections, and also evasive of the 
question which |has arrayed the champion of the 
Kansas-Nebraska act in open hostility to the 
Administration. The mode of constructing Dem- 
ocratic platforms is so well understood in this 
country, as to render it almost useless to speak of 
the means by which such institutions are manu- 
factured. Every man who can divest himself of 
prejudice, must admit that the platforms of the 
Democratic party have always been construed to 
suit the particular locality or section where the 
necessities of party required its interpretation in 
any particular manner. The Cincinnati platform 
to which this resolution alludes, was constructed 
during the most exciting period of the Kansas 
controversy — at a time when southern men had 
taken bold and manly ground against Cass’ ab- 
surd theory of squatter sovereignty, and north- 
ern Democrats had taken equally as bold ground 
in favor of it It became necessary to con- 
ciliate these opposing factions, and consequently 
the Cincinnati platform was constructed so as to 
be construed to mean anything which Demo 
crats in different localities desired it to mean. — 
John Van Buren and Jefferson Davis both stood 
upon the Cincinnati platform, but they understood 
it to express very contradictory doctrines. — 
When then, a Democrat tells us that he stands 
on the Cincinnati platform we consider him as 
resorting to a miserable subterfuge, without be 
also tells us which side of that platform he 
stands upon. They all, both northern and south- 
ern Democrats, cry out “there is but one national 
party, and the Cincinnati platform is the expo- 
nent of its principles,” but there is no one among 



them who will dare say, that they all agree upon 
the same construction of that platform. 

This resolution goes on to state that the Con- 
vention "hold that whatever questions of a doubtful 
or disturbing nature, calculated to interrupt the har- 
mony of the Democratic party are presented to us, 
recurrence to the first principles of that party , and 
construction of them accordingto their obvious mean 
ing and import, is the only safe rule by which we may 
guide our conduct " Is there a question of 
“doubtful or disturbing nature calculated to in 
terrupt the harmony of the Democratic party, 
now before the country? We have been inform 
ed that there is, and our information was obtain 
ed from Democratic authority. It is said that 
one of the columns of Democracy, with thou 
sands of followers in the North, has determined 
to advocate his own construction of the Kansas 
bill, and as he is the author of it, it is to be sup 
posed that he is capable of giving to it, its proper 
meaning, and that the promulgation of such sen 
timents will bring bim in direct and open col 
lision with southern fire-eaters. Now, in this 
family brawl, Douglas will contend that bis arc 
the “first principles” of the Democratic party, and 
southern fire-eaters will claim the same honor for 
their own views; in such a case will some mem 
ber of the committee please inform the commu 
nity which are the “first principles” to which 
they would have them recur? Without some 
such advice the Democrats will be as much at 
loss, as they were before this wise and well con 
sidered resolution was passed. 

Information has reached us through reliable 
sources, that one Stephen A. Douglas, to whom 
is awarded the reputation of giving identity to 
the Kansas Nebraska act. has said in bis place in 
the Senate of the United States, that Mr, Buch 
anan. President of the United States, and the em 
bodiment of the "National” Democracy; that 
man who declared himself as no longer “Jame 
Buchanan,” but the Cincinnati platform, which 
institution the Kentucky Democracy now endorse 
and re affirm, expressed opinions in regard to the 
submission of the Kans,as Constitution, which 
tended to encourage and perpetuate the distinc 
tion between slave and other property, which the 
Northern States had drawn. It is no business of 
ours to take issue with -Mr. Douglas upon a con 
struction of the President’s message. We under 
stand that Mr. Douglas endorsed the Cincinnati 
platform at the time of its erection, and we also 
understand that the Democracy of Kentucky now 
endorse it; so far Mr. Douglas and the Kentucky 
Democracy agree; but there is a matter suggested 
to our mind in this connection, which we wish to 
elaborate. The Cincinnati platform endorses 
the Kansas Nebraska act; or, in other words 
endorses tke interpretation of that act, as 
was given by its author, in June, 1856. The 
interpreter contends that he has not chang 
ed his position, but says that the President 
alias Cincinnati platform, has been recreant to 
his pledges, and has endeavored to pervert the 
meaning of the principles upon which he based his 
oath of allegiance to the Democratic party, and 
has deliberately encouraged and endeavored to 
perpetuate an invidious distinction between slave 
and other descriptions of property. With Ste- 
phen A. Douglas on the stand as a witness 
against .Mr. Buchanan upon an arraignment for 
treason to the south, a Democratic Convention 
with Lynn Boyd as its spokesman, declares that 
the views expressed by Mr. Buchanan in his mes- 
sage upon the subject of Kansas, are “isise pa- 
triotic and just." 



ITT The House of Representatives went into 
committee of the whole again yesterday, on the 
bill for establishing a conventional rate of inter- 
est, and a distinguished m'ember took a position 
so far from belonging to this age of progress, 
that it dates back to the time of the Carthageni- 
ans: that money is not property, but the repre- 
sentative of all property, being the creation of 
the sovereignty; whereas property is created by 
individuals. 

The Carthagenian Kings said that money de- 
rived its only value from the stamp of sovereign 
ty, and, therefore, the substance of which it was 
made was of no consequence; created by the 
King, it was not of value like property, but was 
the representative of all property, and only a 
measure of value. But the people of the Levant 
were so leather-headed themselves that they re 
fused to receive these leather representatives of 
property, because, they said, they did not really 
represent the value of the constituent property, 
figs, raisons, wheat, kc., for nothing but property 
can truly represent property; save us from 
leather representation, especially in currency. 

The gentle man may remember these events at 
Carthage, for aught we know, from the account 
he gives of his own age, for verily he looks as 
young now, and certainly has grown no older in 
the last thirty years. Old or young, he will fight 
for what he deems right to the day of his death 
if he ever dies, for he has ever done so in field 
and in council. But we cannot permit him (un 
wittingly, we believe,) to use a sophism so dan 
gerous as that which escaped him on yesterday — 
“Money not property!!” 

When the Carrara marble receives from the 
hand of genius the impress of the features of the 
immortal Washington, does the marble cease to 
be property from the glorious function? When 
gold and silver are used to perform the sovereign 
function o( money do they cease to be property, 
do they come down to the value of leather? — 
When the Abbey Terrasson proposed to the no 
torious Mr. Law to reimburse tha Catholic 
Church with paper money. Law replied: “the 
Roman Clergy are not such fools, there is very 
little property in paper and ink.” 

The California miner digs up gold — it is prop- 
erty; carries it to the mint, has it assayed 
weighed, and stamped. Will you tell him it is 
no longer property. It has become money. The 
Legislature of Kentucky tax money. We 
rather think they had some notion when the 
equalization law passed that even bank notes 
were property. We, for one, like to have them 
in possession and we think that the gentleman 
before he gets two hundred years older (by that 
time he will be getting to years of discretion,) 
will be of our opinion. We hope that he and 
we will be done sowing our wild oats and wilder 
opinions when the year 3058 arrives.
